ich were the excitement and prejudice which pre-

q the fourth day of the trial the letter above referred 
ontrary to all law, was introduced against me. .

large force who had come to carry their plans into execu¬ 
tion. It was a dark and dismal day, and the rain pour¬ 
ing down in torrents Thoroughly drenched, and shiver¬ 
ing with the cold, they were invited in to warm. The

They sat some three-fourths of an hour before they 
broached the object of their visit, and at length the presi¬ 
dent introduced the secretary, who reluctantly drew forth 
resolref ^ a tremblin S read the weighty 

When he had concluded, I raised two objections to the 
resolutions. First, their illegality; and secondly, they 
savoured too strongly of cowardice and mobocracy. 

1 told them that 1 had chosen Kentucky for my home, 
and I told them that I expected to live and die there, 
notwithstanding their “ determination .” They then j 
quired that I send in a written reply to the resolutions 
be read at the next County Court, but utterly and posi- 
tively refused me a copy of the resolutions to which they 
required an answer. I, however, replied the best I could 
from memory, assuring them in very decided terms that I 
should exercise my right as a “free white citizen of the 
United States over the age of twenty-one years,’’ to live 
wh^-e 1 chose; hat I was not, intimidated by their 
threats, and should stand .iy ground defenceless and 
alone and when they shouir^see fit to carry their threats 
into execution, they would not require so large an army 
toptorm so weak a fortress aSwaited upon me with their 
resolutions, though they might require a larger one to 
hold it, &e. 

This reply I sent to the Court, as requested. Soon 
after, another committee, including the Judge himself, 
was appointed to wait upon me, and add another clause 
to the resolutions. Ashamed of the business, not a man 
of the former committee would serve on this. 

Next day, being the 7th of March, while engaged inj 
my domestic pursuits, I was again suddenly surprised by 
the arrival of the committee, who had come to deliver the 
riotous message in substance as follows: “ Unless you I 
consent forthwith to sell us your plantation, and speedily 
leave the State, no more to return, you will be mobbed at 
a dead hour of the night, and the threats of the mass 
executed.” 

These threats they did not deem it necessary to enu¬ 
merate, knowing I had previously been informed of their 
character, namely: 

“Your fences will be torn down, your fine orchard 
ruined, your valuable timber destrov»d, your cattle and 
horses slain before yonr eyes, your Sf^gns and out-houses 
burned, your dwelling-houses blown up, and yourself assas¬ 
sinated at the midnight hour.” 

I told this venerable Committee to tell their constitu¬ 
ents they could carry their nefarious threats into execution 
as soon as they saw fit; that they would find me at home, 
and though but a lone woman I should stand my ground. 
That I had invested my “ little all ” in that piece of land, 
had paid my taxes promptly, was a law-abiding citizen, 
and would sacrifice both liberty and life before I would I 
be driven from the field ; that I loved Liberty, that my 
motto was “ Freedom or Death,” and, if necessary, I 
would shed the last drop of my blood in defence of my 
constitutional rights. 

I told them further that I supposed that they were 
perfectly aware of my position before they catne, as that 
"-as the substance of the reply I sent to their former reso-1 
tions. 

They declared they had not heard a word of any reply, 
_jd until now were not aware I had replied. That 
it had all been concealed from them, and the general feel-1 
ing was that I had treated their resolutions with silent 
contempt. Thus saying, they apologized, assured me of 
their respect and kind feeling, and tendering their good 
wishes, they bade me adieu ; and I was once more left in 
quiet. 

On the morning of the 13th (same month) my premises 
were invaded by a gang of ruffians armed with pistols, 
clubs, &c., and the whole day spent in industrious search, 
but not finding me they were constrained to believe the 
statements of my domestics, that having been ill for seve-1 
ral days I had taken a trip to Cincinnati for my health, 
and to get some deeds acknowledged, and as soon as that 
business was completed would return. 

i On the 14th I returned, but was still very feeble. I 
bad riot been home an hour before a band of men, headed 
ba- the High Sheriff, environed myjjouse^nd demanded of 
r% domestics that their mistress make her appearance 
instanter. I was in my dressing-room attending to the 
duties of the toilet, and sent them word to be seated in tfie 
parlour and I would be down in a few moments. Des¬ 
perate, and unwilling to wait an instant, they got an axe, 
with which they were about breaking down the door, 
when one of them succeeded in tearing off the lock, and 
the Sheriff was ascending the staircase, followed by his 
ruthless gang, when I approached and requested them to 
return to the parlour and await my convenience. They 
apologized and withdrew to the parlour. In a few mo¬ 
ments I went down and was formally introduced to the 
Sheriff, who handed me a warrant, which read to this 
“set: 

Whereas, John W. Coleman states under oath that he sus¬ 
pects Delia A. Webster has made an attempt to entice away 
Daniel McCarty Payne’s slave Tom, and divers other slaves 
from Trimble County, therefore I command that Delia A. Web-1 
ster be forthwith apprehended and brought before me to be 
dealt with according to law. 

(Signed) “ Bobekt Gray. ’ 

The Sheriff said this move was only to appease the 
excitement of a few individuals, and after an examination 
before the Judge I would be discharged and return home. 

I told him plainly that I understood the whole plot, 
that the case was decided already, and that I should go 
to jail, and I wished to take with me some articles of | 
wearing apparel. He assured me it was wholly unne¬ 
cessary, as I would he back in a few hours; and thus 
they tore me away from home, not allowing me even a 
change of raiment. Nor was I permitted to send for my 
attorney, or to summon a single witness. Neither was I 
allowed a trial by Jury. A score of witnesses and three 
attorneys were introduced against me, and I had a mock 
trial. Not the first particle of testimony was found to 
sustain the charge, and yet this County Judge placed me 
under $10,000 bonds to leave the State and never return, 
or go to the County Jail and there lie some four months, 
and unless I could then prove a negative (a difficult thing 
for mortal man to prove in such a case, however inno¬ 
cent), I must remain there during life, as the charge, not 
being criminal or indictable, I could not be sent to the 
Pepitentiary even though it were sustained. 

The prison was a log hut of rude construction, foul and 
filthy, having been used as a pen for the confinement of 
negroes during the time of collecting a sufficient gang to 
be transported down the river. The weather was cold, 
and the only means of having a fire was a rusty iron stove 
without a pipe. When persons in the vicinity remon¬ 
strated at the cruelty of keeping me without a fire, a fire 
was for some days kindled in the stove, which filled the 
cabin with smoke, and when this reached to the point of 
suffocation they dashed water upon it, and then it was 
confidently said that I had enjoyed a fire in my prison. 
Observing me standing up by the rude hole which served 
as a window endeavouring to write, the jailer nailed a 
board across, which completely excluded the light. _ In 
vain I petitioned them to send for a change of clothing, 
and reduced as I was by sickness I was obliged to lie on, 
a miserable bed with scanty covering for the greater part 
of my time. 

A Kentucky lady in the neighbourhood, the wife of a 
large slaveholder, hearing of the indignities and hardships 
to which I was subjected, took up her carriage with a 
servant, in the midst of a driving storm, bringing with her 
in a basket a supply of clothing and other necessaries 
suited to my suffering state. The jailer, however, dog¬ 
gedly refused to open the door or allow her to have an 
interview with me. He and his wife even refused to 
convey to me the comforts which were brought, saying 
that “ my spirit had got to be subdued by hardships till 
I would be willing to give np and leave the State.” Find¬ 
ing all importunities useless, she commanded her servant 
to take off the board from the window, and then reso¬ 
lutely stood by while he passed to me the contents of the 
basket, and when the jailer undertook to interfere, she 
told him “he would be made to feel her husband’s influ¬ 
ence on his position if he did not desist. I had found 
means to communicate with my lawyers, and on the 8tli 
of April, 1854, 1 was taken out on a writ of habeas 
corpus and tried before another Judge and discharged on 
the ground of entire innocence, this charge being pro¬ 
nounced groundless. I had now been confined in a most 
loathsome dungeon where I was forbidden a breath of 
fresh air for the period of 25 days. 

After this I returned to my rural pursuits, and after 
iperintending the ploughing and planting of a hundred 
acres of corn, ten of potatoes, ami the harvesting ol my 
oats and other crops, 1 removed my dwelling-place across 
the river to Indiana. 

On the 16th of June I went over to to estate to see 
one of my tenants who was very sick, lhe day was 
cessively hot. I was overcome with fatigue and tal 
suddenly ill, aud had to he carried to the house. I lay 
there helpless under to care of a physician until the ijtu, 
when 1 was again arrested upon a warrant issued by a 
justice of the peace in the City of Lexington, command¬ 
ing my immediate apprehension on account of the escape 
of the wife of Lewis Hayden, who with her family was 
missing ten years before. You will recollect that I Was 
arrested and imprisoned for the same offence in 1844. 
The officers found me too sick to be removed without en¬ 
dangering my life, and therefore stationed three armed 
men at the house to prevent my escape. Several other 


officers were stationed a little distance fiom to house to | 
prevent the possibility of my being rescued by the In- 
dianians. In the course of the next day, however, I fonnd 
means to escape into Indiana. 

My pursuers had among them a man who, from 
tain reasons of his own, was my personal enemy. By his 
agency, immediately after this, through his intrigues three 
old indictments, which the Commonwealth Attorney had 
stricken from the docket ten years ago, by order of the 
Court, were re-docketed, and warrants issued under tom 
for my airest. Knowing that this might appear an incre¬ 
dible thing in our country, I hold in my hands perfect 
documentary evidence of the fact, which I am able at any 
time to exhibit. The Governor of Kentucky, on the 
strength of these indictments, sent to the Governor of | 
Indiana demanding me as a fugitive from justice. With¬ 
out any inquiry as to to merits of the case, the Gover- 
ir delivered me up. 

The Indianians, indignant at such an outrage upon a 
peacable citizen, hid me from my pursuers. Sometimes 
they secreted me in the city and sometimes iu the country 
—in the hay-mow, in the woods, under brush-heaps, in the 
rye-field, in clefts of rocks—sometimes in one place and 
sometimes in another, uiitil I was too feeble to be longer 
moved about. 

While I lay prostrate with sickness, after some twelve 
days’ search, the officers got track of me, took me off from 
the bed, put me in an open buggy and drove me some fif¬ 
teen miles under a scorching July sun, and after dark made 
a daring attempt to smuggle me across the river. Here 
again they were defeated, and took me secretly to Madi¬ 
son, where they confined me in jail, to await the arrival 
of the Kentucky officers. 

The vigilant Indianians determined I should have the 
benefit of a “ habeas corpus,” and a large number of | 
volunteers stationed themselves around the jail to prevent ' 
my being kidnapped by the Kentuckians; and there I 
lay in close jail 20 days before I was able to be taken out 
for trial. The evening prior to the trial, lo, another re- 
“lisition arrived demanding me upon another ten years 
d indictment. 

On the evening of the 21st of July, 1854, both war¬ 
rants having been tried, I was discharged from custody by 
the decision of Judge Walker, of Madison, Ind. 

Again foiled, those slaveholding Kentuckians return to j 
plunder my premises ; and under the guise of law my' 
house is robbed of its entire contents, my farming utensils 
are seized, my grain, hay, &c., are taken away, my cattle 
and other stock driven off, and I am deprived of my en¬ 
tire personal property, even to my wardrobe. Nothing 
whatever is left upon the place save the growing crops, 
the property seized amounting to $9,000. 

At the next Circuit Court their writ of attachment is 
dismissed, and it becomes to duty of the officer to return 
property to my possession. Instead of this, he secretly 
sells what had not before been destroyed, and the slave¬ 
holders pocket the money. 

Are they satisfied now ? No. While on a visit to my 
aged mother in Vermont, they take advantage of my 
absence, steal and sell my crops, pocket the money ; and 
when I return to make a payment of $2,000 on my place, 
lo! I have nothing with which to make it—am bereft of 
my last dollar, the payment due, and I penniless. 

v This last Spring, to prevent my sending on tenants to 
take care of the place, they broke open and demolished 
six of my dwelling-houses, and burned the seventh. 

My close confinement in the four different prisons, 
amounts to 193 days, and the loss of property to §11,000. 
Yon have here but the outline of my persecutions, and 
■e at liberty to make such use of them as your superior 
judgment shall dictate.

perfect documentary evidence, which Miss Webster 
able at any time to produce, and which has been seen by 
many persons of distinction in different parts of our 
State. It shows very distinctly what sort of laws, man¬ 
ners and usages are to be expected in slave States. Those 
who are indifferent to the spread of slavery over free ter¬ 
ritory may yet live to feel themselves the iron rod of that 
tyranny about which now they are so indifferent. Miss 
Webster’s history shows that there are many individuals 
,i^,Kentucky who are high-minded, gallant and disposed 
to do what little lies in their power for the relief of such 
suffering. But they are utterly powerless to stay the 
hand of injustice ; and so will all individuals ever be in a 
State whose institutions recognise and uphold the most 
arbitrary despotism which is to be found on the face of 
the earth. .

MR. PILLSBURY IN EDINBURGH. 

From The (London) Anti-Slavery Advocate. 

Our Edinburgh correspondent informs us that Parker 
Pillsbury, Esq., lately delivered a Public Anti-Slavery 
Lecture in that city, in Dr. Ereneh’s Church, South 
College street, and forwards to us the following report of 
it, taken from the Scottish Press : 

“ On Tuesday evening a lecture was delivered on slavery 
by Mr. Parker Pillsbury, of Boston, United States, in 
South College street Church—Mr. Stott in the chair. 
In the course of his lecture, Mr. Pillsbury remarked that 
it was quite a mistake to suppose that slavery was 
generally regarded in America with feelings of abhorrence. 
The question at present was not so much how to do away 
with slavery as to persuade the American people that 
there was a necessity for its being done away with—once 
persuaded, they would soon find ways and means for 
themselves. The pro-slavery of the American churches 
was the great obstacle, for so long as divines and mem¬ 
bers of churches approved of slavery as a dispensation of 
Providence, and were in many cases slave-holders, the 1 
great body of the people would be content to submit to, 
and allow their consciences to be soothed by, such 
authority. It had often been urged against the Abo¬ 
litionists that they took every opportunity of stabbing at 
religion, and he confessed the charge, if that were religion 
which authorized the perpetration of all the enormities 
consequent on the maintenance of slavery. According to 
Albert Barnes, the American churches were the bulwarks 
of slavery, and there was no power out of the church 
which could sustain slavery one hour if it were not sus¬ 
tained in it. As examples of the general spirit of Ame¬ 
rican religion on the subject, Mr. Pillsbury instanced the 
conduct of one of the most influential religious bodies. 
The American Bible Society, which professed to distribute 
Bibles to every class, was offered, a few years ago, by the 
Abolitionists, a donation of five thousand dollars, on 
condition that slaves should be included among those to 
whom distribution was made; but the offer had never 
been accepted. A proposal was indeed made at an 
auxiliary meeting of the Society to distribute Bibles 
among the slaves, in order that they might not remain in 
ignorance of the Divine authority by which they were held 
in slavery, and might so become resigned to their loti. 
The Tract Society likewise, whose publications were dis¬ 
tributed over the country in immense numbers, not only 
did not issue anything bearing against slavery, but 
actually expunged such passages from various English 
books reprinted by them. The American Board of 
Commissioners for Foreign Missions had also given coun¬ 
tenance to slavery, by eulogizing in the highest terms the 
government, laws and moral and religions character of a 
tribe of Indians, whose enactments in regard to negroes 


churches there from being slaveholder.-. When it was 
also taken into consideration that polygamy as well as 
slaveholding was sanctioned among these Indians by that 
body, it would be well for this country to consider 
whether, as had been proposed, a junction should be 
effected with it for sending a mission to the Turks. Mr. 
P. also quoted from sermons of several clergymen of 
eminence in the American Church, in favour of the 
Fugitive Slave law. At the conclusion of Mr. Pills- 
bury’s address, it was proposed by Mr. Mushet that there 
should be added to a resolution expressing the thanks of 
the meeting, a clause intimating its deliberate opinion 
that the American Churches were not worthy of the 
name of Christians, aud that the Churches of Britain 
should neither have any connection with the American 
Board of Foreign Missions, nor extend pecuniary assist¬ 
ance to the Bible and Tract Societies. It was agreed 
that the spirit of this resolution should be embodied in 
those to be moved at a public anti-slavery meeting to be 
held ere long.” 

We understand that after a vote of thaDks to to lec¬ 
turer, which was warmly responded to by the meeting, 
the chairman took occasion to allude to the practical 
methods by which interest could be evinced for the slave. 
Among these he enumerated the importance of sending 
remonstrances to the American Churches, of sustaining 
the hands of the Abolitionists, and acquiring and spread¬ 
ing anti-slavery information; strongly recommending 
every one to subscribe for to Anti-Slavery Advocate, a 
little periodical of great value, and costing only one. 
shilling a year; he would recommend that it should be | 
taken by every family, so that its teachings on this great 
question might be handed down to our children; and

2. Resolved, That the people of Kansas, invited to 
settle there by the acts of the National Government, yet 
left wholly unprotected from lawless invaders, who, by 
force and arms, usurped to powers which had been given 
only to its proper inhabitants, did right to disavow all 
allegiance to the body which their invaders placed over 
them; that, in considering themselves as without law, 
and therefore proceeding to Organize themselves as a poli¬ 
tical community, they exercised the rights which God has 
given to all human beings so placed. 

3. Resolved, That the people of Kansas, acting under 
a Constitution framed by themselves in an orderly manner, 
and sanctioned by a majority of its adult male inhabi¬ 
tants, may rightfully request Congress to admit Kansas

5. Resolved, That to act of Judge Kane, of to 
United States Court for the Eastern District of Penn¬ 
sylvania, in issuing a writ of habeas corpus, as a means 
for reducing again to slavery persons who were lawfully 
made free by the acts of their former owner, was a gross 
usurpation of authority not given to him by the Constitu¬ 
tion or by any law whatever; that his committing to 
prison, without bail or mainprize, as for contempt, a free¬ 
man, who had made a true and respectful return to his 
writ, was a darmg and unrighteous abuse of power, which 
deserves the condemnation of all lovers of freedom and 
justice; that the declaration made by him, that by 
national law a slaveholder may freely take his slaves 
across a free State, and yet retain his power as master 
and owner over them, any State law to the contrary not¬ 
withstanding, is in defiance of the decisions of the ablest 
jurists of all States and all times; and all attempts to 
practice in accordance with so monstrous a doctrine 
should meet with a determined resistance by all the 
inhabitants and authorities of to free States.

Whereas, 4'lie power and influence of the felaveholding 
States in this Union has been, from an early period, suc¬ 
cessfully exerted in extending and strengthening the 
institution of human slavery, contrary to the clear intent 
of the founders of the Government, and in violation of the 
spirit of to Constitution; and 

Whereas, in order still further to extend slavery and to 
establish it i in the free Territories of the United States, 
tore have been passed to Fugitive Slave law, so called, 
and the code establishing Territorial Government in thel 
free Territories of Kansas and Nebraska, with provisions 
inviting the establishment of slavery therein; and in fur¬ 
therance of this purpose, the citizens of Missouri have 
been suffered to invade the Territory of Kansas, in armed 
bands, and to prevent thereby the people of said Kansas 
from making their own laws, or electing their own r< pre 
sentatives, and, by lawless force, to exclude them froir 
exercising any voice in to government of said Territory: 
and 

Whereas, to present Administration of the General 
Government has lent itself to these illegal and unjust 
schemes; and has either openly aided therein or secretly 
connived thereat; and has taken no steps to execute the 
laws, or to protect the people of said Territory in the 
exercise of their constitutional rights, thus publicly 
assailed and overthrown, and has, upon false pretences, 
removed such of its own officers as were not entirely sub- j 
servient to those bad designs; and 

Whereas, the right of citizens of slaveholding States to 
hold slaves >n, and transport them through, the free 
States, has of late been asserted, and the act attempted, 
and, in consequence thereof, a citizen of a sister State has 
been put in prison, under the usurped or grossly perverted 
power of a Federal Judge; therefore, it is, by the Senate 
and House of Representatives of to State of Yermont, 

Resolved,' That the Fugitive Slave Act of 1850 is 
contrary to the spirit of the Constitution of the United 
States, in subversion of the rights and a flagrant outrage 
upon the spirit of a free people; and that the same ought 
to be immediately repealed. 

Resolved, That the enactment of the provisions of the 
territorial code of 1854, which abrogated the ancient pro¬ 
hibition of slavery in said Territories, and opened them 
to the wicked acts and calamitous results of that institu¬ 
tion, was a gross fraud upon the just rights of the people 
—a faithless breach of solemn public compact, of which 
the slaveholding interest had already reaped the full benefit 
—an insult to the free States, and in violation of the 
natural rights of man ; and that it merits the condemna¬ 
tion of the civilized world. 

Resolved, That the armed and unlawful invasion of |

Resolved, That the non-interference of the Federal' 
Administration, to prevent or punish said outrages, justly 
makes it, in the estimation of mankind, accessory thereto, 
and unworthy of to confidence or respect of freemen. 

Resolved, That Yermont, while she will in no way 
assail the constitutional and domestic rights ol the slave¬ 
holding States, will, to the utmost of her power, uphold 
and sustain the people of to Territories in their lawful 
effort to exclude slavery therefrom; that she will, at all 
hazards, and to the last extremity, resist all encroachments 
upon the constitutional rights of the States; that, to the 
extent of her ability, she will oppose the extension ot 
slavery into, and the existence thereof in, the Territories 1 
of to United States, and to admission into to Union 
of any State whose Constitution does not perpetually 
prohibit slavery therein. , .... 

Resolved, That the slave who treads the soil ol a free 
State by the consent of his master becomes thereby at 
once and forever free, and entitled to the exercise of the 
whole power of the State, when necessary, in the defence 
of his freedom. . 

Resolved, That, in the opinion of to General Assembly, 
no District Court of the United States has jurisdiction to 
issue writs of habeas coipus, or to render judgment there¬ 
on, except when necessary to the orderly proceeding ot 
suits pending therein, or in order to inquire into the | 
legality of commitments made under colour of its authoi- 
ity, and, therefore, tot the imprisonment of l a®more 
Williamson, under the authority of the District Court ot 
the United States for the Eastern District of Pennsyl¬ 
vania, was not warranted by law, and void. 

Resolved, That our Senators bo, and they are nerehy, 
instructed, and our Representatives in Congress are re¬ 
quested, to do all in their power to carry out the spirit 
and intent of the foregoing resolutions.

1. Resolved, That on the extension of slavery, by the 
authority or connivance of the National Government, 
into any territory by nature or by law free from that 
great curse of humanity, Vermont has no new doctrine 
to profess—no new sentiments of abhorrence to make 
known. She always has protested against it. She pro¬ 
tests against it now; and she intends to resist by all the 


ns off from all chance of being troubled by the liberals 
of tot quarter of the world hereafter for either “sym¬ 
pathy” or “ material aid,” but also because it would bind 
totrether the two powerful slave-supporting nations of the 
world Whatever of sympathy there exists for Russia in 
‘his country, allowance being made for the opinions of a 
few eccentric individuals, is the sympathy of one slave- 
holding power with the another. It is the sympathy of 
slave-selling Americans with the serf-transferring Rns- 
sians ; of the scourgers of negro women with the whip- 
pors of Polish women : of the arresters of fugitives from 
slavery with the Calmuck chivalry which gave up the 
conquered Hungarians to the gibbets and dungeons of 
Austria; of the enemies of England because she has put 
herself in determined opposition to African slavery, with 
the avowed haters of constitutionally-governed nations, 
but who affect to regard democracy, which they cannot 
understand, with favour. To make an offensive and de¬ 
fensive alliance with the enemy of revolutions, to throw 
the American sword (which has never yet been drawn in 
support of any other freedom than onr own) into the 
scale of despotism and barbarism, would beaproper foreign 
policy for that administration which has made use of Si 
its power to promote the extension of domestic slavery. 
There would then be complete harmony between the 
foreign and the home policy of the government. This is 
exactly what Gushing is aiming at, and what he may yet 
accomplish, though he is now acting in utter violation of 
; the principles of bis earlier life, when he heartily sympa- 
; ttiized with the liberals of Europe, and wrrte" in their 
interest. So was he an anti-slavery man in onr domestic 
politics, and on that account was sent to Congress. 

The whole scheme of getting np a war with England, 
which means also a war with France, could have had no 
success, if it had had no assistance from the English them¬ 
selves. Unfortunately, the English press has been doing 
the work of onr slaveoerats, and has, by its extreme folly, 
done more to bring about a rupture than would have 
been effected by the Administration in five years. If war 
should happen between the two countries while Pierce 
is President, the occasion of it, though not its cause, will 
be due to the English press, which has often exasperated 
foreign nations, and caused England to he hated by those 
who admired her institutions, and would gladly have loved 
her people! A nation ought not to be punished because 
its press lacks wisdom, but the world will look upon its 
press as uttering its opinions, and will feel and act accord¬ 
ingly. The best allies of onr pro-slavery administration 
are the conductors of those English papers which have so 
wantonly assailed this country. Pictor.

That Caleb Cushing is desirous of plunging the nation 
linto a war with England is well known to all intelligent 
men in these parts. General Cushing belongs to that old 
. school of statesmen with whom blood-letting was the sove¬ 
reign cure for all the ills of to political body. , He would 
' have ranked high with those Sangradoes who think that 
phlebotoniy and hot water should ever go together. He 
would have made a capital minister under the old French 
monarchy, and would have got np a war, without any 
regard to its justice, or the interest of his country, with 
as. little scruple as Louvois himself. What he himself | 
might make by a war, would be the only consideration by 
which he could be affected. His moral natn re is such 
that he is capable of considering only his own i 
interest in any matter ; and even that he can 
only under the extremely narrow view to which purely 
selfish men are subjected. Such men, in the long run, do 
as much injury to themselves as to others. The pity is, 
that they should ever reach to places whence their action 
injuriously affects whole nations, and sometimes is felJ 
through centuries. 

Those who are acquainted with General Cushing’s 
opinions, from having heard him talk, are aware that hi 
has for some years been impressed with the belief that 
nothing but a foreign war, to be waged on a great scale 
with a great nation, will ever be found equal—not to to 
permanent settlement, but to to temporary pacification 
of the qnarrel that has grown out of the slavery question. 
Even he is not so sanguine as to believe that that quarrel 
can be settled forever, or for any great length of time, by 
war ; but he does believe, and has so said hundreds of 
times, that a war, if of a sufficiently comprehensive char¬ 
acter, would cause the people of both sections of the 
republic to forget that there are such sections in the 
development of an intense nationality. He would, by 
having resort to one of the gravest of evils, cause men to 
lose sight of another evil of, perhaps, not less magnitude. 
He would subdue the anti-slavery sentiment of the North 
through the development of the sentiment of patriotism. 
He would stop the progress of disunion in the South (the 
only quarter of the Union in which it has had any exist¬ 
ence during the last forty years) in the same way. He is 
for giving to people everywhere something else to think 
about than those domestic subjects which are so impera¬ 
tively demanding their attention. If, he thinks, there 
could be something done to make the dwellers on the Mer¬ 
rimack feel as one with the dwellers on the Savannah, the 
former would, for a time, perhaps for a whole generation, 
forget the existence of slavery. A foreign war ncnnrrl- 
ing to his view of things, can alone call into 
that universality of sentiment by which men are bound 
together in spite of the divisions effected by space and 
time. The idea, you will perceive, belongs to the ancient 
order of statesmanship. It has nothing American about 
it. All preceding American statesmen have done their 
utmost to maintain peace, and they never have entered 
upon war, except under feelings of the most lively regret. 
Washington’s aversion to war is well knowD. John 
Adams mortally offended the fanatical Federalists because 
he made peace with France as soon as opportunity w— 
offered lor effecting it. Jefferson carried his aversion 
war so far as to enter with reluctance upon those just' 
contests with the Barbary powers that ended so brilliantly. 
Madison was induced to’give his consent to to declara¬ 
tion of war against England, only from to extreme nature 
of the case. Both Monroe and J. Q. Adams, though 
tempted, would do nothing to compromise the country’s 
peace. Not a few persons thought that General Jack¬ 
son’s election would endanger the peace of the world, yet 
no man ever exceeded that great soldier in endeavours to 
maintain amicable relations between the United States 
and foreign nations. Mr. Van Buren refused to be led 
away from the paths of peace, when he might have se¬ 
cured his reeleetion had he got up a war, which he could 
have done with perfect ease. The attack on and destruc¬ 
tion of the Carolina was as clearly an act of war as was 
ever perpetrated; and if the President had only said to 
word, he could have added Canada to our territory, long 
before England would have sent a single company to its 
defence. But he would not do anything that would com¬ 
promise the world’s peace, so long as there was any chance 
of preserving it by negotiations. Tyler settled the north¬ 
eastern boundary question. Folk, though committed to 
“ the whole of Oregon ” doctrine, sent a special minister 
to England to settle the dispute by accepting half of the 
country claimed. Taylor and Fillmore never imperilled 
the peace of the nation, or seemed to think that war was 
a panacea for domestic evils. The present Administra¬ 
tion is the sole one that has ever acted as if it thought it 
was its duty to plunge the country into war, as a delibe¬ 
rate piece of statesmanship, for which great credit should 
be given, and from which vast good is to flow. Mr. 
Marcy is to only man iu the cabinet who has not been 
reduced by Cushing’s profligate misuse of logic, and the 
manner in which his functions have been usurped by the 
Attorney-General shows that the latter’s views are alto¬ 
gether in the ascendant. Whatever has been done to get 
up difficulties, has been done with deliberation, and of set 
purpose. The existence of the Russian war has aided 
Cushing’s scheme to a partial development. The idea of 
going to the assistance of the Czar—of a country, or 
rather of a government, which has treated us with con¬ 
tempt in the days of the revolution, and made its acknow¬ 
ledgment of our nationality to depend upon the previ¬ 
ous recognition of it by England herself—such an idea., 

I say, is dear to the Attorney-General, because it would 
not only obtain for us a great European alliance, and cut

Not a single merchant in New York or Boston turns 
pale at this Second Act in the First Scene of the Georgia 
Disunion Farce. They do but laugh at it. Tis fright¬ 
fully meant, and observes the tragic rules of the Crum- 
melsian sword-combats. But it is farce through and 
through. 

To reason upon this “ project of law,” after the fashion 
of the celebrated cracked kettle argument, we should say, 
imprimis, that that bill never will be passed by the Legis¬ 
lature of Georgia. 

Secundo —If the bill is passed, the law will never be 
enforced. 

Tertio —If Georgia undertakes to enforce it, she will 
slip up. 

Quarto —We hope she will enforce it. 

Quinto —We defy her to enforce it. 

If any one of the three hundred and fifty thousand 
American slaveholders, who chuckle over this childish 
attempt to frighten twenty millions of free citizens into 
acquiescence in the policy of Africanizing this great 
Republic, has a curiosity to know what would be the prac¬ 
tical operation of such a law, we will tell him. 

A Milledgeville merchant is indebted to jobbers in 
New York. The debts aregarnished by Georgia planters, 
whose chattels have escaped to this State. He twists up 
the summons, and throws it into the face of the sheriff, 
and, if his stock of goods is low, starts off North to lay 
in a fresh supply. He will not allow the loss by a planter 
of one negro, to break up his business. And if he pro¬ 
secutes it, he has got to buy, and he will buy, where he 
can do best. If New York is his best market, he will 
continue to purchase in it, aDd if he has been lucky enough 
to get his pay out of the negro owners, the first use he 
will make of the money will be to pay his debts. Other¬ 
wise he will not get any goods. Not a garnishor will 
touch a dime of what he owes to the New York jobbers. 
He will not pay a debt twice over, for the sake of any 
number of negroes. And he would laugh in to face of 
any lawyer who should attempt to obtain a judgment 
against him, on a garnishee process in favour of a claimant 
of fugitive slaves. He would be perfectly certain tot 
the Courts of Georgia would nonsuit Gammon, as soon 
as he had opened his case. Not a Judge in the State, 
cut of the Insane Asylum or the Asylum for Idiots, would 
listen to an argument in support of a few passed to 
compel the class of merchants to pay for all the negroes 
the cotton planters lost. That would be all there was of 
the few. For it could not absolve the merchants from 
their Northern debts. These could he sued out of them, 
either in the United States Courts, or to local Courts of 
Georgia. The obligation of contracts cannot be impaired, 
and would not be undertaken to be impaired, anywhere in 
this nation, save by lunatics. 

But this legislative make believe in Georgia, is too pue¬ 
rile to be argued about. There is not the slightest pur¬ 
pose of passing’ the law in any quarter of that State. If 
any citizen of to North should be frightened by this 
foolish demonstration from his duty to Kansas, to Free¬ 
dom and to the Republic, he would deserve to be auc¬ 
tioned off upon to block in Savannah into life-long cotton 
culture and African bondage. He is already a slave in 
spirit, and ought to be one in fact. 

MR. CHANNING ON SLAVERY. 

From The (London) Inquirer, Nov. 10. 

On to evening of Monday, Qet. 29, a meeting was 
held in the Unitarian Church, Birkenhead, to hear an 
Address from to Rev. W. H. Channing on the subject 
of slavery. 

The Rev. R. L. Carpenter said, that it was the duty 
of the disciples of Him who came to preach deliverance 
to the captives, to strive for freedom in their Master’s 
spirit It was to the religious feeling of England that 
the emancipation of to West Indian slaves was owing, 
and that feeling must be still awakened till slavery bad 
ceased. We were very nearly connected with to United 
States, and we had a direct interest in the progress of 
freedom there, since the danger of any breach of the 
friendly relations that existed between us chiefly fey in 
the restless aggressive spirit of the Slave Power. Any 
one who had read Mr. Channing’s memoir of his revered 
relative knew how deeply interested he was in this cause ; 
and toy would all be glad to learn his present views 
upon it. 

The Rev. W. H. Channing said, tot his limits would 
confine him to a small selection from to thoughts which 
this topic suggested. He should take for granted that 
his hearers were fully convinced of the evil of slavery, and 
needed nothing to stimulate their abhorrence of it; also 
that they desired the welfare of America, and that what¬ 
ever might be their predilections for monarchy, they 
wished, for to world’s sake, to see republican institutions 
fairly tested in the Union which had adopted them, 
unhindered by that institution which was a sonree of 
internal discord aud wretchedness, and brought on them 
the reproach of the civilized world. He should give a 
concise survey of the views entertaiued as to slavery iu 
the States, and then should suggest the means which 
might avail for its removal 

He did not wish to deny that there were earnest and 
sincere defenders of slavery. There were men who had 
been born and bred amongst its influences, who fully 
believed that it was right. They reasoned, from the 
analogy of ancient republics, that they could best develop 
the republican principle iu connection with a servile 
class ; to negroes they regarded as formed by nature to 
be such a class; and as requiring absolute control to 
stimulate them to do their part in raising those products 
on which the commerce of America, and the manufactures 
of the civilized world, mainly depended. The palpable 
wrongs of slavery they thought to be abuses of a good 
system, not to inherent evils of a bad one. It is not 
wise to overlook to feet- tbat men wbo are esteemed 
sagacious and noble-minded were among those intensely 
resolved to perpetuate and extend slavery—it was this 
that most excited our apprehensions; if all slaveholders 
were Legrees—self-convicted man-stealers, and pirates, 
and ruffians—slavery would soon destroy itself. There 

s a second class in the South, a large and an increasing* 
uuC, who were too timid or indolent to assail slavery, 
who were, however, convinced of its baneful effects, and 
would be glad if it could be removed without injury to 
themselves. From the frequent reserve in speaking on 
this top.’®’ s ti' an S ers ore often ignorant of the real feelfeg 
respecting it. He was once visiting a planter in Ken¬ 
tucky, whose daughter conducted him round the planta¬ 
tion. He did not disguise the feelings which the sight of 
slavery, eveD in its milder forms, aroused in him.
